Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant's amendment of 03-10-04 has overcome the previous rejections of 1 12/l st and 
2 nd paragraphs by deleting non-elected subject matter, and canceling claims 2-5, 10-13, and 15. 
With no other outstanding rejection, pending claims 1, 6-9, 14, and 16 are allowed. 
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Reason for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The invention is drawn to compounds of substituted 
quinazolinyl-NR 2 -C(=0)-NR 3 -Q 2 , their pharmaceutical com- 
position, and method of treating a T-cell mediated disease. 
The closest reference, Tang et al. 6,204,267 Bl, teaches two 
compounds of substituted quinazoline-urea-phenyl. However, 
those compounds have been excluded from the instant claims. 
Therefore, the teaching of Tang et. al. no longer anticipates 
the instant claims.

The IDS of 03-10-04 has been considered. The cited references cannot be combined with 
the teaching of Tang et. al. for a prima facie case of obviousness. 



An updated search yields several references as listed on PTO-892. Although they teach 
compounds of urea substituted heterocycles, their preferred embodiment is not directed to 
compounds of substituted quinazoline-urea. Therefore, there is no motivation for one skilled in 
the art to select the claimed compounds from their generic teachings.
